WTote certificates th a t goods bad been 
duly entered a n d tlie duties paid. They 
\yere also k now n as patent ofScers be­ 
cause appointed fo r life by letters r/at- 
erit from th e crow m 
Their salaries 
w'ere nominal, £60 a year, but they 
wore perm itted to remunerate them ­ 
selves by extortlttg fees from the mer­ 
chants—fees 
w lilch 
In 
some 
cases 
amounted- to a thousand pounds a 
year. In 1851 tiie frea.snry determined 
to abolish lia te n t Offices and called 
upon the tw’elve cocket w’^riter.s to fur­ 
nish a statem « ^t of their eiuolumenta. 
The officers, ig n o ra n t of the treasury's 
purpose, im agined 
th at the govern­ 
ment Intended to Impo.se an iiicome 
ta.Y. Ton of th e w riters, therefore, re­ 
turned a s ta te m e n t which understated 
tlielr ifees by sev era l hundred pounds. 
T,he^ other tw o furnished , an honest 
statement. 
l u a few days ten clerlis 
were surprised a n d disgusted and two 
clerks were astonished, but pleased. 
The treasury notified the cocket w rit­ 
ers that tlif^lr offices would be abol­ 
ished an d -th at th ey would'be compen­ 
sated l^y i>enslons rated according to 
the returns th e y had themselves fur­ 
nished. T here w e re gnashing, of teeth 
aiid broad sm iles in the , long room. 
One of the tw o honest cocket writers 
eiijoyed his pension for fifty-two years, 
dtning which tim e the treasury paid 
him £52,000.

Perhaps some of your readers would 
be interested to know that I have 
fóunñ a simple, lnexj>ensh’e way, to 
waterproof matches. Into some melted 
imratliu, care being taken thnt It was 
as cool as possible, I'dipped a féw or­ 
dinary parlor matches. 
After With­ 
drawing them and allowing them to 
cool It was fortiid■ that they scratched 
almost as easily a«ibefore being coated 
with the wax. Several w^re held itn- 
dCT water for six or seven hours, and 
all of them lighted as easily as be­ 
fore Immersion. 
When the match is 
scratched the paraflJn Itf firat rubbed off 
and the match lights in tbe usual way. 
Matches treated as aliove would be 
very useful on eaniiilng or canoeing 
ttips, as they do not absorb móiétare. 
Since móre rubbing is requlred tó'llght 
them than the ordinary match, it 
wotíld be practically Impossible to set 
them on fire by ticcidentitl dropping.—
